WE  NOMINATE 


The  membership  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  of  Prince- 
Ion  Hospital  that  in  the  space  of  two  swift  years  has 
accomplished  wonders  in  serving  the  Hospital  and  its 
patients — and  in  interpreting  the  Hospital  to  the 
Princeton  Community.  While  the  Hospital  Fete,  sched- 
uled for  Saturday,  June  5,  at  the  Columbus  Boychoir 
School  and  involving  several  hundred  volunteer  work- 
ers, is  the  most  spectacular  project  yet  sponsored  by 
the  Auxiliary,  its  achievements  since  it  was  brought 
into  being  in  April,  1952,  were  emphasized  this  past 
week  by  its  Third  Annual  Meeting  at  which  the  activi- 
ties of  the  16  affiliated  organizations  constituting  the 
Auxiliary  were  sketched  in  detail. 

There  is  apparently  no  limit  to  what  the  Auxiliary 
can,  and  will,  undertake.  Altogether,  during  the  year 
1953-54,  its  300-plus  members  invested  upwards  of 
25,000  "woman-hours"  in  the  Hospital.  For  instance,  the 
Hospital  Aid  Committee,  established  36  years  ago,  not 
only  operated  the  Hospital  Aid  Shop,  but  once  more 
sponsored  Fall  and  Spring  rummage  sales  that  netted 
approximately  $5,500  and  enabled  the  Committee  to 
pay  off  in  full  its  $21,000  pledge  to  the  Hospital  Build- 
ing Fund  as  well  as  to  advance  its  far-seeing  equip- 
ment-improvement program.  The  newest  of  the  Hos- 
pital's four  uniformed  service  groups,  the  Baby  Picture 
Service,  directed  by  representatives  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  reported  that  over  300  pictures  of  newly  arrived 
infants  had  been  delivered  to  grateful  new  parents. 

The  Hospital  Volunteers,  dedicated  to  lightening  the 
burdens  of  trained  personnel  by  assuming  responsibil- 
ity for  non-professional  hospital  services,  "man"  the 
main-lobby  desk  from  9:30  a.m.  until  9:15  p.m.  every 


day  of  the  year  and,  among  other  chores,  supervise  the 
library,  distribute  mail  and  newspapers  and  "do  every- 
thing within  their  power  to  make  a  patient's  stay  more 
pleasant."  Trained  in  the  hospital  and  thereby  quali- 
fied to  assist  nurses  with  everything  except  the  admin- 
istration of  medicines  and  hypodermics,  28  Red  Cross 
Nurses'  Aides  each  "put  in"  200-250  hours  from  Sep- 
tember through  June,  with  a  dozen  others  assisting  with 
the  Blood  Donor  Program  and  the  Hospital  Pediatrics, 
Obstetrics  and  Medical  Clinics. 

Even  landscaping  falls  within  the  Auxiliary's  prov- 
ince. Three  different  clubs — the  Garden  Club  of  Prince- 
ton, the  Stony  Brook  Club  and  the  Hopewell  Valley 
Club — individually  and  collectively  completed  planting 
projects  in  the  "Hospital  Mall."  The  Friendship  Club 
gave  the  proceeds  of  a  winter  dinner  to  provide  Christ- 
mas presents  for  all  patients  and  to  help  purchase  baby 
equipment.  The  long-needed  Medical  Library  benefited 
from  a  dinner-dance  given  by  the  Doctors'  Wives  and  on 
four  special  occasions,  Hallowe'en,  Christmas,  St.  Valen- 
tine's Day  and  Easter,  the  Women's  Auxiliary  of  the 
Lions  Club  saw  to  it  that  there  was  special  entertain- 
ment in  the  Pediatrics  Ward.  All  affiliated  groups  shared 
the  expense  of  moving  and  planting  a  Christmas  tree 
and  it  was  the  Auxiliary  that  planned  Christmas  parties 
for  the  Hospital  staff  and  employees. 

For  their  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  the  insti- 
tution which  is  Princeton's  "first  and  last  line  of  de- 
fense;" for  personifying  the  ideals  of  community  serv- 
ice and  neighborliness;  for  unselfishly  working  together 
for  a 'common  purpose;  these  members  of  the  Hospital 
Women's  Auxiliary  are  Town  Topics'  nominees  for

How  to  Build  a  House.  We  don't 
intend  to  give  you  detailed  advice 
on  the  subject  of  rafters  and  roof- 
trees.  But  we  should  like  to  rec- 
ommend a  booklet  that  you  may 
rind  useful  even  if  somebody  else 
is  building  your  house,  The  pam- 
phlet is  available  for  free  at  the 
Tri-County  Lumber  Company  in 
Cranbury  and  it's  written  by  Ev- 
erett S.  Owens  who  has  written 
other  manuals  for  the  conveni- 
ence of  home-builders. 

"How  to  Build  a  House"  is  val- 
uable for  its  tables,  like  the  one 
to  use  when  you  begin  to  estimate 
quantities  of  bridging.  It  also  has 
a  nailing  schedule,  a  table  that 
gives  the  length  of  common  raft- 
ers, a  pitch  table,  a  table  for 
framing  hip  and  valley  roofs  and 
several  pages  of  FHA  suggested 
construction   details. 

For  your  finished  house,  Tri- 
County  has  an  O'Brien  paint- 
book;  an  architect.and  decorator's 
guide  for  selecting  and  mixing 
correct  colors.  The  manual  con- 
tains not  only  specifications  for 
using  the  paints,  but  also  color 
chips  about  three  inches  square. 
These  chips  are  bound  spirally  in 
two  separate  columns  so  you  can 
flip  each  piece  back  and  forth  and 
try    it    against    the    chips    in    the
